guments they re-,oliitely approach this question in the first place as 
Americans and only secondarily, if at all, as Democrats ar Republi- 
cans or progressives, they will reach whatever conclusion they como 
to in {he only way that such a conclusion can be readied with safe- 


ty 10 the happiness and well-being of the American nation. 


Persisting in an impartiality too lofty not to learn and too 


selfish not to teach, citizens can road Mr. Lodge's speech, and, to 
whatever conclusion they may come, they can profit by what he 


.-snys. There is a line in it which is that of the publicist and states- 


man, 
and that must be read and remembered by citizens that would 


uphold tne credit of the greatest republic in the world; this line is 
that wherein Mr. Lodge says that "free popular government is not 
sin,pie. Inn. extremely complicated." To these words we make bold 
to add that it is not the easiest but the most difficult in the world. 


Free popular government is the most difficult because it imposes 


upon the individual the greatest amount of responsibility; in a free 
popular government the individual has none on whom to father his 
shortcomings. 
In a monarchy there are the king, the nobles and 


the privileged classes, all the whipping hoys of the people's mistakes; 
in an oligarchy there are the oligarchs; in the socialistic state there 
are those not approved of the central committee whose duty it is to 
relieve providence of its burdens. But in a free popular government 
every man must share the responsibility with every one else, because 
h has declared himself to be free, to be the equal of everybody else, 
and to bo quite Dtted to perform all the functions of government, of 
ci'. zenship and the preservation of justice. He has, in effect, made 
for hlmseif a standard which he alone can upiold and that can be 
borne by no one else. He cannot hide behind a popular majority to 
shield himself from criticism, he is, to the extent of his own acts, 
that majority, and for the good or evil acts of that majority he is 
so far responsible. 
Real popular government means not only the 


goiernraoni by the people of themselves collectively but by each in- 


dividual of himself; in becoming an advocate and champion of pop- 
ular government one asumes that duty, a duty which can be per- 
foimed only by the most rigid adherence to right and the boldest 
disregard of personal interest. 


The constitution of the United States was framed by men that 


had this fact in mind, the whole instrument as it was adopted shows 
this a'.id the same is shown by the literature surrounding its incep- 
tion. Mr. Lodge has struck the key-note of the question when he 
gives it a constitutional tone and a high constitutional tone at that. 
V.'e are -inder no sort of duty to agres with Mr. Lodge in many of 
his i oUikiii opinions because they may be thc.se of a party man, but 


In the present case he has removed the question out cf the range of 
party politics and made it what it should be, one to bs decided in 
accordance only with tjie soberest calculations of the nation's wel- 
fare. 
He has gone farther, and has plainly poi'-ted cut the great 


tiak and the noble burden imposed upon those that would govern 
then;-elvi>s. If any one believes that great cinrtitional matters can 
be quickly decided or 'hastily treated, or if he thinks that he in ever 
saf: in nonsuiting his own personal convictions alone, however hon- 
est ibpy may be, let him examine the constitutional history cf Ens- 
land under Oliver. When the parliamentary pasty came into power 
then came upon tbe scene cf England's councils an extraordinary 
naraiir.• cf men cf ability, shrewdness, learning and patriotism. They 


v.-erj in nowise sympathetic to any system of royalty, and for the 
age they v.'tre resolutely against the entrenchment of privilege. Had 
their views been tinctured by the St3wa.rt phn of statecraft, they 
v;o;ild not have played the part they did in history.
